Dist. No. 1. First Dep’t. Summer Term.

Teacher, Miss Beir H. Lewis, Claremont, N. H. 


The schools in this District are large, and require 
firmness and vigilance on the part of the teacher for 
their successful management. Miss Lewis is an ex- 
perienced teacher and a strict disciplinarian. The 
school was quiet, orderly, and studious, and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction, as far as is known to your committee. 


Winter Term. 


Teacher, Mr. StepHen A. SAWYER. 


This is the second term Mr. Sawyer has had charge 
of this school. The success of the former term led us

to expect much this term. The school was larger 
than it had been fora number of terms. The teacher 
labored with the same energy and perseverance which 
has characterized him heretofore. The strict disci- 
pline and the practical method of instruction has done 
much to make this a successful and profitable term. 


Second Dep't. Summer Term. 


Teacher, Miss Susre P. SMitu. 


Miss Smith gained the confidence of her pupils, and 
labored earnestly and faithfully. Her school was a 
pleasant and profitable one, and her pupils made good 
improvement in their studies. 


Fall Term. 


The school was taught by the same teacher as in 
summer, and the same remarks are applicable. 


Winter Term. 


Teacher, Mr. Frep. A. THayer, New Ipswich. 


Mr. Thayer is.a young man and a fine scholar. 
The school was very large, and this was his first 
term. He labored hard and faithfully, but did not 
succeed in getting the good will of the scholars, and 
there was not that order which is essential for a first- 
class school. With a less difficult school, we think he 
would have met with complete success. The school 
closed the eighth week on account of sickness of the 
teacher.

Third Dep’t. Sunimerand Fall Terms. 


Mrs. Hale is a veteran in this school, and we speak 
greatly in her praise as a teacher, when we say that 
her success was equal to her former successes in this 
Department. 


Dist. No. 2. Summer and Winter Terms. 


Prudential Committee : ALBERT W. Noone. 
Teacher, Miss M. Florence TAGGaRrt. 


This school was under the charge of Miss Taggart 
for both summer and winter terms. She 1s a strict 
disciplinarian and a faithful and efficient teacher. 
The appearance of the school when visited by your 
committee was creditable alike to teacher and pupils. 


Dist. No. 8. Sunriner Term. 


Prudential Committee: Henry Frexp. 


Teacher, Mrs. ELLEN R. Pace. 

This teacher evinced a great interest in her pro- 
fession and a special aptitude for instructing the 
young. The relations between teacher and pupils 
were pleasant, and the term was a profitable one. 


Winter Term. 
Teacher, JONATHAN SMITH. 


There seemed to be a hearty co-operation between 
teacher and scholars in their endeavors to have a 
good school, and the examination gave evidence of 
thorough, earnest work on the part of the teacher,

and of studious habits on the part of the scholars. 
Good progress was made in all branches of study 
pursued, and the improvement in the reading classes 
was especially marked. 


Dist. No. 4 Summer and Fall Terms. 


Prudential Committee: T. Morrison LONGLEY. 
Teacher, Miss CarrtE ROBBE. 


This was Miss Robbe’s first experience in teaching. 
The school was small in summer, and made up of 
small scholars; but in the fall term was largely in- 
creased by scholars from other districts. The school 
appeared well and was satisfactory to the people of 
the district and your committee. 


Dist. No. 5. Summer Term. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Joun STUART. 
Teacher, Miss Emma F. Upton. 


This was Miss Upton’s firstterm of teaching. The 
scholars were mostly small and very backward. 
There was not that. harmony and good feeling among 
the scholars which is desirable. The teacher labored 
faithfully, and the examination showed that her labors 
had been crowned with success. 


Winter Term. 
Teacher, Miss Mary J. PARKER. 


Miss Parker is an old teacher, and taught school in 
this district about twenty years ago. We have 
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scarcely witnessed such a marked change in the gen- 
eral manners of scholars as was effected in this school 
during the present term. Under her efficient man- 
agement the school was a complete success, and the 
district would do well to secure her services for an- 
other term. 


Dist. No. 6. Summer Term. 


Prudential Committee : B. F. Smriry. 
Teacher, Miss Mary JANE PARKER. 


Miss Parker has had a large and successful experi- 
ence as a teacher of common schools. 


Winter Tern. 


Teacher, Witt1AmM A. Homman, Francestown. 


This is one of our large schools, and the teacher 
was without previous experience in teaching. But 
he went into the school with an earnest purpose and 
determination to succeed, and the examination at the 
close of the school showed that there had been good 
discipline and faithful instruction during the term. 


Dist. No. 7. Summer Term. 
Prudential Committee: Mr. Freprrick A. TARBELL. 
Teacher, Mrs. M. Lizzte TARBELL. 


This is one of our smallest schools. Mrs. Tarbell 
has had much experience in teaching, and this was 
her second term in this district. The district was 
very fortunate in securing the services of an experi-

enced teacher for so small a school. The examina- 
tion was a credit to both teacher and scholars. 


Fall Term. 
Teacher, Miss ELLEN NAnOR. 
This was Miss Nahor’s first term, and in her own 
district. The school appeared well. ‘The scholars, 


though young, were studious, which made it a pleas- 
ant and profitable term. | 


Winter Term. 
Teacher, Miss ANNIE J. GREGG. 

The school was small.: Miss Gregg labored faith- 
fully, and had a pleasant term. The examination 
showed that the scholars had made good progress 
during the term and the school had been a success. 


Dist. No. §&. Sunrumer Term. 
Prudential Committee: Mr. Jonrs Dopar. 


Teacher, Miss Mary N. THompson. 


This is one of our small schools. Miss Thompson 
had taught in this district before, and they were pre- 
pared to appreciate her services. The school was a 
success, and the parents were well satisfied with the 
result of the examination. 


Winter Term. 
Teacher, Miss Mary E. Suetpon, Hancock. 


This was Miss Sheldon’s first term. She had but 
five scholars. They were mostly young, but acquit- 
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ted themselves creditably on examination day. They 
showed thoroughness, especially in geography. 


Dist. No. 9. Summer and Fall Terms. 


Prudential Committee : Mr. Josern Davis. 
Teacher, Miss Martua R. WILDER. 

Miss Wilder has taught school a number of years 
in this town, and is well known as a teacher. The 
examination of the summer term appeared well, with 
the exception that the discipline was not so good as 
desirable. ‘The fall term was very successful. The 
prompt and intelligent answers on the day of exami- 
nation showed the thoroughness of the scholars and 
the progress which they had made during the term. 


Winter Term. 


Teacher, Mr. WittiaAM Moore. 

Mr. Moore has taught school a number of terms in 
this and adjoining towns. His manner of teaching is 
somewhat peculiar. The school. was small the pres- 
ent term for this district. The examination showed 
that they had been over but very little ground, 
but had gone thorough, and been very precise in all 
their definitions. Some of the reading classes evinced 
thorough drill on the part of the teacher, and much 
progress made by the scholars. 


Dist. Mo. 10. Winter Tern. 


Prudential Committee : Mr. P. R. Davis. 
Teacher, Miss Ann 8S. Turtir, Hancock. 


This was the only term during the year, and there 
were but two scholars. They were very fortunate 
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in having the services of a teacher so ably qualified 
to instruct them. 


Dist. No. 11. Summer and Fall Terms. 


Prudential Committee : Bens. S$. NicHoLs. 
Teacher, Miss Harrie M. Perry, Jaffrey. 


This is a new district, and no school house having 
yet been erected, the school was held in a room in a 
private house. This was Miss Perry’s first school. 
It seemed to your committee, that if the instruction 
had been more practical, and the teacher had relied 
less on the text-books, it would have been an im- 
provement in her method of teaching. There seemed 
to be quite an improvement in this respect during 
the winter term. The order was good and the school 
gave general satisfaction. 


General Remarks. 


eee 


We have spoken briefly of each term of school 
taught during the year. The village schools during 
the winter were very large. There were not seats 
enough to accommodate all the scholars. If these 
schools should continue to increase in size, it will be- 
come necessary either to have another school during 
the winter, or make some change in the present rooms. 
The schools in districts 4, 7, 8, 10 and 11, were small, 
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and your committee would recommend some change, 
if possible, in some of the districts, either by uniting 
two districts, or redistricting the town in such a man- 
ner as to have less districts with larger schools. At 
the present time it necessarily takes too large a pro- 
portion of the school money to maintain those schools 
with from two to eight scholars. 

The writing of compositions has been almost en- 
tirely excluded from our schools. We think that this, 
together with declamations, should be an exercise in 
every school. 

There is an erroneous idea very prevalent with 
many of our scholars, that, in order to be good schol- 
ars, they must use advanced books. Especially is this 
true in regard to reading and Eaton’s Arithmetic. 
Many use the Fifth Reader who are poorly qualified 
to read in the Fourth. We consider Eaton’s one step 
higher than Adams’; but we find many scholars 
blundering through the last part of Eaton’s who are 
not able to solve practical problems based on princi- 
ples found in Adams’. Colburn’s Arithmetic is receiy- 
ing too little attention in our schools. This is the 
most useful book for the child; and unless it is thor- 
oughly studied and fully understood by the scholar, 
he is not prepared tocommence Adams’. More pains 
should be taken to instil into the scholars’ minds those 
principles which they can successfully apply in the 
common business of life.

The Library has been well kept and is in good condition, so far as the 
Librarian is concerned ; but the Committee renew their remonstrance 
against the unnecessary injury to the books from carelessness and misuse. 
Some 170 volumes now need repairing, two-thirds of which results from 
a censurable misuse of public property. Whatever is expended in re- 
pairs makes, of course, so much smaller the small sum appropriated to the 
Library. Three books have been lost during the year, for which no one 
can be held justly responsible; two being burned with the town farm 
house, and the other with the house of Daniel Allen. Thirty vol- 
umes have been given by Miss A. C. Payson, and four by Mrs. E. J. Hale. 
One hundred dollars have been subscribed and given by the following 
persons: M. L. Morrison, J. R. Miller, E. M. Tubbs, R. B. Hatch, O.
